ready for the landing after their 
first close-up, breath-taking 
look at the moon's stark bea- 
uty, a sight they described as 
"fantastic." 
"We're ready to go, "declared 


Bean after an inspection of the 
landing craft Intrepid showed 
everything "shipshape." 


The astronauts slept through 


most of earth's daylight hours 
today, resting for a grueling 
night in which Conrad and Bean 
are to fly Intrepid to the moon 
while Gordon continues to orbit 
in the com TI and ship Yankee 
Clipper. 


While the space explorers 


slept, astronomers on earth de- 
tected a solar flare on the face 
of the sun. Such flares cause 
eruptions of radiation to stream 
outward and can pose a poten- 


tial hazard to space fliers un- 
protected by the atmosphere of 
earth. Some flares last many 
days. 


But Space 
Agency officials 


said the eruption was moderate 
and is not expected to present 
any radiation hazard to the 
Apollo 12 crew. Officials said 
the solar flare is apparently one 
observed and studied on Nov. 
2. The rotation of the sun has 
carried it back into the earth's 
field of view. 


Officials said radiation from 
the solar flare is being moni- 
tored in order to calculate the 
amount of radiation the astro- 
nauts will be exposed to in their 
spacecraft. 


The solar flare was not ex- 


pected to affect the planned 
moon landing.

GIFT W RAPPING, O f Course 
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Some Changes May Be Needed 


The National Federation of Independent Business, Inc., in one 


of its periodic reports based on a poll of Its members, declared 
that there appears to be a relationship between mounting unemploy- 
ment and the closing of job opportunities for teen-agers. The re- 
port declared, further, that the biggest cause for this drop in teen- 
age jobs is attributed to the minimum wage law. Comments from 
businessmen were quoted. 


An eating establishment owner in Missouri with 21 employes 


which formerly employed teen-agers, commented: "We use to hire 
teen-agers, but since the minimum wage law came in we have stop- 
ped hiring them completely." 


The owner of an Ohio service establishment reported dropping 


three 
teen-agers from the payroll, stating: "I don't think the 


minimum wage law should apply to part-time high school and col- 
lege students." 


An Illinois retailer was quoted as saying he had dropped teen- 


agers, and remarking: "Could use some teen-agers part-time 
except for the minimum wage law." 


Nowhere in the report was it explained why the employers 


•would hire teen-agers only if they could be paid at less than the 
minimum wage. The inference, we must suppose, is that they 
would not give as much service per hour as an adult would. To the 
extent that that Is true, and If there is no provision in the scale 
for trainees, the Implied complaint is valid. 


But we suspect that in some cases, at least, the employer would 


hire teen-agers only If he could get more work done for less money 
by doing so. And it is not beyond possibility that some employers 
arbitrarily refuse to hire teen-agers in an attempt to roll back the 
wage provision applying to them. To that extent the complaint is 
not valid. 


Very likely there are nuisance regulations in the laws that need 


adjusting. And perhaps some other changes providing for train- 
ing periods are called for. But employers should not be permitted 
to use youngsters as a cheap labor source.

WASHINGTON — The armed 
forces, runs a little-known, top- 
secret courier service that con- 
voys this nation's military sec- 
rets under maximum security to 
U. S. bases around the world. 
Sleeplessly, 
the officers and 


men of the Arm°d Forces cour- 
ier Service baby-sit vital pack- 
ets, crates and bags of secret 
material in transit. 


Not long ago, a shipment of 
security documents to Frank- 
furt, 
Germany, was clande- 


stinely unloaded at the airport. 
The weary but dutiful guardians 
were a bit startled when a crate 
of secret -.documents began to 
leak red liquid. 
They poked into the classified 
cargo and discovered a dozen 
cases of red American wine, 
being smuggled as secret data 
by some Army bigwig. The in- 
domitable couriers had ridden 
shotgun on 120 bottles of non- 
secret, non-vintage wine. 
Not only was this a serious 
violation of regulations but a 
disastrous breach of taste. The 
contraband wine had been boot- 
legged into Germany, which 
ranks second only to France in 
the quality of its wines.

Horrified 
Army authorities 


immediately hushed up the inci- 
dent. It might give the public the 
idea that the elite service, es- 
tablished to protect our nation's 
military secrets, had been cor- 
rupted by the Army brass into a 
military parcel post service for 
high-ranking scofflaws. 


Queried, by this column, the 


Army confessed that the flying 
wine cellar had been intended 
for the 25th anniversary of the 
liberation of Holland. Indeed, it 
was accompanied in the top-se- 
cret crates by plaques com- 
memorating the historic battle. 
Like the wine, the plaques would 
hardly qualify as "classified 


material requiring protective 
handling by military courier," 
as the Army regulations re- 
quire. 
This column has learned that 
at least three other incidents 
of suspected illegal shipments 
by secret courier are under 
investigation. 
How much un- 


challenged contraband has gone 
from the U. S. to brass hats 
abroad, or from crony to crony 
within the U. S., cannot be de- 
termined. 
Note: Within the country, se- 
cret documents are often trans- 
ported by air taxi and trucks.

It is an interesting 
coincidence that Priority Air's 
chlei dispatcher is a retired 
Navy commander , E. F. Carl, 
formerly director of the Armed 
Forces Courier Service.

television news officially leads 
us as a nation Into an ugly era 
of the most fearsome suppres- 
sion and intimidation . . . the 
beginning of the end for us as a 
nation ... (his) terrible and 
fraudulent evaluation . . . (is) 
the most shocking use ever of 
political power," which sug- 
gests that Mr. Hoving's read- 
ings in history are not as ex<- 
tenslve as his readings in art. 


Now, as a matter of fact, Mr.

President. But he said that the 
networks are also given to much 
bias. Specifically, he homed In 
on the elaborate rebuttal —that 
In effect was wnat it was — given 
to Mr. Nixon's Vietnam speech 
of Nov. 3. How, for instance, 
do you cope with the following 
analogy used by Mr. Agnew: 
' 'When President Kennedy ral- 
lied the nation In the Cuban 
missile crisis, his address 
to the people was not chewed 
over by a round table of critics 
who disparaged the course of 
action he'd asked America to 
follow." 
That's true. In plain fact, on 


the night of October 22, 1962, 
the networks didn't chew up 
every word of Mr. Kennedy's 
speech 
into Us constituent 


atorr.s. And again "Wh*n Wfn- 
ston Churchill rallied public 
opinion to »tay the course 
against Hitter's Germany, he 
didn't haw to contend with a 
gaggle of commentators raising 
doubts •bout whether he was 


reading public opinion right, or 
whether Britain had the stamina 
to see the war through." 
So then what? It may be too 
late to revive Mr. Hoving, but 
in fact Agnew said: "I want 
to make myself perfectly clear. 
I'm not asking for Government 
censorship or any other kind of 
censorship." So much for that 
particular smear. "I am ask- 
ing", he said, "whether a form 
of censorship already exists 
when the news that 40 million 
Americans receive each night

TOO LITTLE HOMEWORK 


"The meagerness of our re- 


quired workload is all the more 
bewildering in view of the in- 
creasing amounts of free time 
made available to our students 
by modern technology. The line 
taken at current academic con- 
claves is that America, being 
under pressure to teach its 
youth more facts in less time 
than ever before, has turned 
out a generation of students bet- 
ter informed than any other gen- 
eration since the beginning of 
time. 
"This may be correct if we are 


talking about quantities of stu- 
dents taught, but if we are talk- 
ing about quantities of infor- 
mation absorbed by individual 
students, then the proposition 
is open to serious question." 
Noting that Madagascar's to-

An eating establishment owner in M issouri with 21 employes 
which form erly employed teenag ers, commented; "W e use to hire 
teen-ager*, bul since the minim im wage law came In we have stop­ 
ped hiring them completely.** 


The tamer of an Ohio service establishment reported dropping 
three 
teen-agers from the payroll, stating: "1 don’t think the 
minimum wage law should apply to part-tim e high school and col­ 
lege students,*' 


An Illinois retailer was quoted as saying he had dropped teen­ 
agers, and rem arking: “ Could use some teen-agers part-time 
except for the minimum wage law.** 


Nowhere in the report was It explained why the employers 
would hire teen-agers only If they could be paid at less than the 
minimum wage. The inference, we must suppose, is that they 
would not give a& much service per hour as an adult would. To the 
extent that that Is true, and If there Is no provision In the scale 
for trainees, the implied complaint is valid. 


But we suspect that In some cases, at least, the em ployer would 
hire teen-agers only If he could get m ore work done for less money 
by doing so. And it is not beyond possibility that some employers 
arb itrarily refuse to hire teen<agers In an attempt to ro ll back the 
wage provision applying to them. To that extent the complaint is 
not valid. 


V ery likely there are nuisance regulations in the laws that need 
adjusting. And perhaps some other changes providing for train ­ 
ing periods are called for.

Leonard Goldenson 
of ABC reports that “ the per­ 
formance of ABC news has a l­ 
ways been, and w ill continue 
to be, fair and objective,** in 
sickness and health, till death 
do us part. 
M r. Thomas Hoving, in behalf 
of the National Citizens’ Com­ 
mittee for Broadcasting, what­ 
ever that is, sounded like, w ell, 
Agnew on the subject of dem­ 
onstrators. 
“ Agnews’ 
d is­ 
graceful attack against network 
television news officially leads 
us as a nation Into an ugly era 
of the most fearsome suppres­ 
sion and intimidation . . . the 
beginning of the end for us as a 
nation . . . (his) terrible and 
fraudulent evaluation . . . (is) 
the most shocking use ever of 
political pow er," which sug­ 
gests that M r. Hoving's read­ 
ings in history are not as ex<- 
tensive as his readings in art. 
Now, as a matter of fact, M r. 
Agnew 
wrote 
a 
very 
good 
speech. 
It was m oreover, a 
balanced speech. 
He praised 
much of wnat the networks have 
done as extravagantly as if he 
were 
nominating 
them 
for 
President. But he said that the 
networks are also given to much 
bias. Specifically, he homed in 
on the elaborate rebuttal — that 
in effect was wnat It was — given 
to M r. Nixon's Vietnam speech 
of Nov. 3. 
How, for instance, 
do you cope with the following 
analogy' used by M r. Agnew; 
“ When President Kennedy ra l­ 
lied the nation in the Cuban 
m issile 
crisis, 
his address 
to the people was not chewed 
over by a round table of critics 
who disparaged the course of 
action he'd asked Am erica to 
follow.** 
That’s true. 
In plain fact, on 
the night of October 22, 1962, 
the 
networks didn't chew up 
every word of M r. Kennedy’s 
speech 
into 
its 
constituent 
atoms. And again “ When W in­ 
ston Churchill rallied public 
opinion 
to 
stay 
the course 
against H itle r's Germ any, he 
didn't have to contend with a 
gaggle of commentators raising 
doubts about whether he was 


reading public opinion right, or 
whether Britain had the stamina 
to see the war through.*' 
So then wnat? 
It may be too 
late to revive M r. Hoving, but 
in fact Agnew said: 
“ I want 
to make m yself perfectly clear. 
I'm not asking for Government 
censorship or any other kind of 
censorship.'* So m ich for that 
particular sm ear. “ I am ask­ 
ing*', he said, “ whether a form 
of 
censorship already exists 
when the news that 40 m illion 
Am ericans receive each night 
is 
determined 
by a handful 
of men'* wno (and they’ll never 
get over this charge, aimed at 
the Medici of cosmopolitan New 
York) “ bask tn their own pro­ 
vincialism , their own parochi­ 
alism .*' 
Is there in fact a discernible 
and regular bias in network 
news and com mentary? 
How 
do we know? 
How do .ve find 
out? 
It happens that a very 
little foundation In New York 
C ity, the H istorical Research 
Foundation, 
has made a few 
grants to Investigators who, 
after consulting with special­ 


ists in the evaluation of polls 
and public opinion, have been 
very 
hard at work analyzing 
the bias in the coverage of the 
presidential campaign of 1968. 
I am not aware that M r. Ag­ 
new knows of this project. But 
it is far and away the most 
thorough and the most nearly 
scientific of any that has ever 
been attempted. 
The results 
w ill not be released until the 
research is complete. But a l­ 
ready one thing Is stunningly 
clea r. 
It Is that the news and 
the 
commentary 
were o ver­ 
whelmingly favorable, by any 
criterio n , 
to the Dem ocratic 
candidate. 
What Agnew has said is: This 
is the factual situation. What 
are we going to do about It? 
Not eat CBS, and force its roast­ 
ed 
flesh on M r. Hoving for 
breakfast. But fo rc e C BS, by the 
pressure of public opinion, and 
N BC , and ABC, to take a look 
at their own situation, and ask 
them selves, what can the public 
legitim ately demand from an 
oligopoly?

M y immediate reaction, in 
annoyance, was to say, ” 1 am 
sorry that a mutual patient of 
ours has chosen the wrong day 
to bleed. I hope that the doc­ 
tor makes himself available 
for such emergencies.” 
I am certain that this meth­ 
od of answering the telephone 
was not authorized by the doc­ 
tor, but it was most distress­ 
ing to me. 
M any readers have written 
to me about doctorless W ed­ 
nesdays. Illnesses and emer­ 
g e n c i e s cannot be custom- 
made to suit the office hours, 
the days off. or the holidays 
of doctors. Most doctors know 
this and are careful to arrange 
for other doctors to take on 
the responsibility of the needs 
of their own patients Anxious 
patients need this security. 
The tensions of being a phy­ 
sician and the vast hours we 
spend in the practice of medi­ 
cine makes “ time o ff’ & neces­ 
sity if we are to continue to 
be effective However, a good 
relationship b e t w e e n doctor 
and patient should not be dis­ 
rupted by such poor handling 
of medical practice.

It is difficult for people to

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Carry Scripts To The Moon

(AP)— There'll be no fun and 
games, no time for ceremony 
and little chance to enjoy the 
view when Apollo 12's astro- 
nauts walk on the moon. 
The two lunar excursions are 
so complex and so jammed with 
work that Charles Conrad and 
Alan Bean have to carry scripts 
to make sure they get it all done. 
Nell Armstrong and 
Edwin 


Aldrln of Apollo 11 walked the 
moon to prove man could do it. 
Conrad and Bean go as puppets 
of science. 
As with Apollo 11, the cormi- 
ander will be the first man on 
the lunar surface for Apollo 12. 


Conrad will open 
the lunar 


module hatch and back out on 
his hands and knees. He should 


have an easier time getting out 
than did Armstrong and Aldrin. 
At 5 feet, 6 inches in height, 
Conrad is the smallest of the 
American astronauts and should 
make It through the 32-inch 
opening without difficulty. 
As he makes his way down 
the ladder to the surface, Con- 
rad will pull a ring that will de- 
ploy a color television camera.

Conrad checks his ability to 
return 
up the ladder then he 


steps onto the lunar surface. He 
jumps up and down, waves his 
arms, twists his body, testing 
his mobility and balance in the 
reduced gravity of the moon. 


Only two minutes after his first 
step on the moon, he begins the 
complex program for science. 


Using a cup on an extension 


handle, he scoops up moon dust 
and rock. At a table, unfolded 
from the side of the module, he 
puts the sample in a bag and runs 
it up to the hatch on a clothes- 
line-like conveyor belt. Also in 
the bag are batteries and brea- 
thing cannlsters which will be 
used later. 
Conrad then starts taking the 
first of hundreds of still pic- 
tures he'll take on the moon. 
Bean starts down the ladder. 


Conrad unstows and erects an 
antenna, a wire dish on a trip- 
od that pops into position by 
springs. At the same time, Bean 
moves the TV camera 20 feet 
away from the module, setting 
the stage for the only ceremony 


planned for Apollo 12. 


They unwrap a three-by-five- 
foot nylon American flag, push 
a staff into the ground and at- 
tach the banner. Wires hold the 
flag erect In the lunar vacuum. 
The rest of the 3-1/2 hour 
moon walk is spent deploying 
a complex set of instruments 
which will work for a year.

Nixon Outlines Prison 
Reform 13-Point Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Pres- 
ident 
Nixon has outlined a 


13-point program to reform 
prisons and overhaul correct- 
ional procedures. 
Nixon, in a memorandum to 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell, 
charged him to carry out his 
proposals — most of which in- 
volve further study of means 
to detain and rehabilitate of- 
fenders. 
"The purpose of this direct- 
ive," Nixon told Mitchell, "is to 
make the federal correction 
system a prototype for the 
much-needed overhaul of our 
generally 
archaic state and 


local corrections institutions. 
The federal government should 
make every possible resource 
available to help states and lo- 
cal systems in similar reform 
efforts." 
In 
a companion statement 


Nixon said "in an appalling 
number of cases, our correct- 
ional institutions are failing." 
He cited a study indicating 
that 40 per cent of those re- 
leased from confinement later 
returned to prison. 
Repeater 
rates 
are even 


greater among persons under 
20, he said, "and there is evi- 
dence that our institutions ac- 
tually compound crime prob- 
lems by bringing young delin- 
quents into contact with ex- 
perienced eliminate." 
Here are the 13 points cover- 
ed in Nixon's directive to Mit- 
chell: 
1. Develop a 10-year plan for 
complete modernization of the 
facilities and correctional pro- 
grams in the federal prison 
system. 


2. Start discussions with state 


and local officials on the practi- 
cality of constructing regional 
institutions to house women of- 
fenders convicted at all levels 
of government. 


3. Give priority to special 


problems presented by such 
groups of offenders as iuven- 
iles, women and the mentally 
disturbed, "with special emph- 
asis on the use of alternatives 
to traditional instltutlonaliza- 
tion." 


4. Expedite planning of a new 
federal psychiatric study and 
treatment facility for mentally 
disturbed and violent prison- 
ers. 


5. Draft legislation to revise 


federal handling of the mental- 
ly 
incompetent 
who have 


brushes with the law. 
6. Expedite planning of feder- 
al pilot centers for urban areas 
to combine detention efforts, 
adult and juvenile court diag- 
nostic services and treatment 
programs. 


7. Expand federal aid to state 


and local governments to im- 
prove correctional facilities 
and parole and probation proce- 
dures. 
8. Provide new vocational, ed- 
ucational and employment op- 
portunities for persons in pri- 
son or on parole or probation, 
seeking cooperation from pri- 
vate industry. 


9. Expand training programs 


for correctional personnel at 
federal, state and local levels. 


10. Make a study to determine 


whether the federal corrections 
system, now involving many 
agencies, can be consolidated. 


11. Expand the use of "half- 


way house" community treat- 
ment centers to include those on 
probation and parole as well 
as 
inmates 
approaching re- 


lease from confinement. 


12. Begin a broad program of 


research, experimentation and 
evaluation of correctional me- 
thods and practices so that suc- 
cessful techniques may be iden- 
tified quickly and applied broad- 
ly.

SACRAMENTO (AP>—Assem­ 
bly Speaker Robert T. Monagan 
believe» the public demand for 
tax relief could lead to con­ 
fusion among the voters next 
year — and perhaps utter chaos 
if more than one plan is pre­ 
sented. 
The Republican leader at a 
new» conference Monday voiced 
concerns about a tax relief pro­ 
posal which the 
California 
Teachers Association and the 
County Supervisors Association 
say they will try to get on the 
primary ballot next June. 
One, he said, "ts that it now 
appears that there might be 
three or four or five different 
measures on the ballot relating 
to taxes.'* 
"I think this would be most 
confusing for the voters and, ob­ 
viously, there would be utter 
chaos if more than one of them 
were to pass." 
Monagan added, "I don’t be­ 
lieve I can support any kind of 
a proposal that doesn't at the 
same time spell out what taxes 
they are going to raise to ac­ 
complish this." 
The 
plan proposed by the 
teachers and the supervisors 


would require the state to add 
$500 million to tts share of lo­ 
cal school support, to absorb 90 
per cent oí the cost of welfare 
and to increase the property tax 
exemption granted homeowners. 
Monagan 
saul 
a bipartisan 
committee of 
legislators 
Is 
about ready to put together 
the legislature’s own tax reform 
proposals. Gov. Reagan also ts 
proposing tax reform as a major 
part of his 1970 legislative pro­ 
gram. 
Monagan questioned the ap­ 
proach 
the 
supervisors and 
teachers want to follow. Thetr 
proposal would involve a consti­ 
tutional amendment which would 
require voter approval. 
"I don’t think it Is appropri­ 
ate to do this by a constitution­ 
al process," Monagan said. "I 
think these are legislative pre­ 
rogatives but the people still 
have a right to speak in this 
area, but if they take away from 
the legislature the right toenact 
programs in this area, then 1 
think they also ought to take the 
responsibility 
away from the 
legislature to raise the taxes 
and that should be part of any 
program that is suggested."
